But if Mayor Thompson did attem pt to dictate the 
election of the judges with the intenion of dictating or influen­ 
cing verdicts from the bench, he is one of the worst enemies 
ot the American form of government we have yet heard ok 
The American government is kept going by the courts., 
Were it not for the fact that the average American all these j 
years has felt he could go into the courts and get justice, 
there is no telling what might have happened, lf the time ever 
comes when the people as a who ie believe they cannot get 
justice in the courts, anarchy will result and our form of 
government will be in grave danger. 
The man who steals food is generally hungry and can 
be forgiven for his acts. The man who buys bootleg whiskey, 
puts it into his stomach awd shortens his life several years 
is doing himself the greatest injury, and society may not hold 
such a grievance against him. Even the man who kills hts 
fellow man may have some basis for his action and society 
may take him back in good faith. 
But there can be no excuse and there is no forgiveness 
for the politician who attempts to thw art justice by the use 
of the courts, or the judge who permits himself to be in­ 
fluenced for his own or another’s interest In our opinion the 
greatest enemy to the country, the most dangerous and wild- j 
eyed socialist anarchist not being, nearly so dangerous, is a 
man like this.
